It was hall 
a sheet of paper, 8 by 13 inches, anil 
having two columns on a page. It sur- 
vived for seventy-two years and advo- 
cated the policy of the British govern- 
ment at the outbreak of tho KevoUition.

PITTSBDBO, Pa., October 1 —Ths 


ancs) of warrants against tbe Homestead 
strike leaders on a charge of treason, at tbe 
instance of Chief Justice Paz«on, yester- 
day, cansed a decided sensation, oot only 
among tbe strikers bat also among the 
sympathizer* here and at Homestead.

Attorney Eooz said tbe 
reason tbe cases were b*gnnin the Supreme 
Conrt was because it has always been tbe 
practice in this end other countries to be- 
gin suits for treason in the highest courts.

We believe that tbe ftepublican party, 
which is ever progressive in its views, and 
which is governed by tbe principles of jus- 
tice to all classes, and all in'ereats can be 
safely relied upon to restore si'v. r when- 
ever we shall sueeecd in convincing 
majority of tbe American people that snob 
action will be wise *ad bacoScial. W« be- 


tbat the attempt to divide the Repub- 


lican party of this State upon tbe silver 
question, concerning wticb there is no di- 
versity of cpinioD, has a stronger motive 
in individual def ire for political success 
an J personal advancement than the perma- 
nent wlfare of tbe party, silver or the 
State. 


That we emphatically condemn as nn- 


Republican and nn-Ameriesn tbe deliberate 
and peruicttent attempt made in this State 
during the present campaign to strangle all 
expression at the polls, of political opinion 
not in conform! y with tha will of certain 
manipulators, whose aims are not always 
in tbe interests of our people. 


We especially endorse tbe policy of ths 


preseet Administration in preserving tbe 
duty on wool, for its liberal treatment of 
our people in tbe matter of mail rontei 
and for its complete reopening of tbe Car- 
son Mint, all of which stands in marked 
contrast to tbe policy of President Cleve- 
and'e Administration. 


The Republicans of 
Washoe county 


leartily endorse the motion of tbe last Leg- 
slature in passing the bill to encourage 
ihe construction of tbe Utah and Nevada 
Air Line Railroad, and hereby instruct its 
egislative delegation to sustain tbat law. 
The contraction of another railroad through 
the State is, we believe, an absolute ne- 
cessity, to aid in the prosperity and devel- 
opment of the State, and we are opposed 
o any man for office who is hostile to tbe 
milding of aooh railroad.
